INDIAN WHALE HUNTERS 

Pacific Coast Makahs Use Only Primi- 
tive Canoes, Lances and Spears. 

Trthr SliareM In .All the C'nittiireN— 

-tleat I'alatahle Aletlioilw of 

CliaKe. 



On tin* Pacific coast ma.v lx* found a fast dwin- 
dling tribe of Indians wlio can claim the dislinelioii 
of IsMiig tlie onl.v red people wlio hunt the leviaOian 
of the deep -the. wliale. Tliese Indians, the Makalis. 
live at Neah B.ny. on the coast of Wasliington, and 
Oie.v linnt the wliale as did the tril>esmen of tlieir 
native traditions — in eaiioes. Oieir only weapons 1 m-- 
ing the liand lanee and s|M'ar. 

Far up in Oie .Vretie anoOier |»reliistorie people, 
the Eskimo, also reil of skin, linnt the wliale; Imt 
till- Eskimo is generall.v l»-lieved to 1 m> a .Mongol, 
and lie lias s.ierifieed siHirtsmaiiship for e.iinmeri ial 
greed and has adopte.l the whaling eanmm and the 
explosive h:irpoon of the wliite linnter. 

The -Makali. in ^•ontrast. hnnis Oie eetaeejin as did 
his fori-faOiers. with hand weaiHins, inatehing his 
skill against Ihe jiower of ihi' s.-a mamm;il. timl 
when he m ikes a rieh eateh eom1n11ni7.es liis wealth 
liy sharing it ei|iially with all inemiM'rs of liis trihe. 

Hundreds of .years :igo. aeeording to .Makah tra- 
dition. III." first whale appeared off Ihe eoast. 
Ever.v year thereafter, as regular as tlie seasons, the 
eelaeeans ap|ieared in Deeeinher traveling south- 
ward to tlieir breeding grounds, and in .May heading 
norOiward with tlieir .voting toward the iee-filleil 
reaehes of the .Xrelie. The linge whales- - sixty to 
eight.v feet in length and weighing from forty to 
sixt.v tons nosed in elose to the shore among Oie 
ropy kelp and often wallowed in Oie rolling surf. 
The invasion of Ihe kelp Im-iIs was to obtain food; 
the play ill the surf evidently was to attempt to 
liriish of liee, ha rnaeles ,-iml other iwirasites )iieked 
tip ilnring the long migrations. The eoming of the 
whales was liailed with great jiihilalion. it was .•, 
season of "|Millaleli” gre.-it feasts — and from Om 
results of the eliase the Indians were promised food 
and oil to last them m.-in.v moons. 'I'here was an 
exodus of the Makahs to the heaehes and the sipiaws 
.-■ml ehililri 11 iirepared their kettles and tlieir raeks 
for i-'.iring meal, while the warriors shariiened their 
spears and repaired their hiinliiig ge.-ir. 

The .M.'ikaii. when he hunts tie- wliale. uses a 
eaniM- hewn foni a eeilar log. This diigont is from 
thirty to fifty feet in length ami earries from four 
to ten men. The spear used is a liarheil metal 
IMiint. altaehed to a f ifteen - foot pole of enred 
s|(riiee. Canoes seek whale in eoinpaii.v, and as 
many as a score of the frail craft slart out upon 
the linnt logetlier. each dngout e.iiiipped with sev- 
eral siM-ai-s. to eai-ll of wllieh is attaelled sever.-ll 
fathoms of stoat rope and one or more him.vs maile 
of the inflated skin of tlie seal. 

HO'W 'WHALES ARE HUNTED AND KILLED. 

When a wliale is discovered the hunters scatter 
ahont Ihe spot wliere the mammal has last blown. 
When it reappears a canoe stealtliily approai-lies it. 
for the whale, a It lioiigli |MM>r of sight, lias keen ears. 
When Ilie eaniM- is near enough to Ihe game, a spear 
is hiirh-d into him. He soiimis. or dives, and the 
liMiilers wail for Ihe reapiiea ranee of tin- Imo.v al- 
taelied to Ihe s|M-ar. When lie conies up again to 
hre.-illie Ihe imafest liiinler sinks a seenml spear into 
him. '1‘lie spears are too small to inflict inorl.-il 
wounds .-iiid iisiially only make the vieiim furious. 
As ;i result lie comes np often for air, and is too 
ex,-ited to tiiiiik of swimming from tlie scene to 
escape his at lackers. 

Spear after six-ar is driven into tim panieky ani- 
mal .-ind the hat lie oecnpies hours — sometimes a 
whole da.v. But eveninall.v Ihe game heeoines weak 
from the loss of hl.Kid and is dispatched with a him-e 
driven into liis heart or lungs, whereupon he goes to 
tlie bottom in Ills final plunge. Decomposition of its 
iiislestim-s iH'gins iminedialely a whale is ih-ail and 
Ho- gases forming exp.-ind tlie carcass and bring it 
lo the siirf.-iee of Ihe water ill from Iwenly-fonr to 
forl.v eight lioiirs. 

Om-e set upon game, the red hnaters never le:ive 
it. although heav.v storms may arise and Hie end of 
Ihe chase ma.v find Hie canoes far out on Ihe oee;in 
and out of sigiit of land. When a wliale is eanght 
in the surf or among the kelp beds his capture is 
simplified, hut more tifteii he is attacked ill deep 
water, and before the battle ends ma.v have trav- 
eled a ilistaiiee of fift.v 01- sixt.v mih-s. From fattier 
to son has come down a slor.v of one miglit.v hunter 
who imrsiied a whale into the ver.v lip of Ihe .\relii- 
iM-foi-e hi- finally killed it. 

W'heii Ihe giant of the sea is al last eaptiired. Hie 
Indians tow it to sliore. .U high tide it is drawn 
niion the iH-aeli.aiid Hie receding tide leaves it high 
and ilr.v. 'I'hen ever.v aldelMniied meniher of the 
tribe, im-lmling Hie women and ehildreii. ,-ittaeks Ihe 
e.iri-.-i's with 'knives and axes.

pipe fislics. the seahharil fishes, tin* toail fishes, the 
star {tazers. the wolf fishes, the hlennies. the trunk 
fishes mnl the Iieail fishes. Some of these are 

amona the lara<»it fishes known: most of tliem are 
meilinm size mnl others .are small. 

.\ aisnl proiMiition of the families nameil lielonc to 
a sinale aroiip. thoiiah not aenerall.v consiilereil a 
ilistinct oriler In-caiise the families eomprisina the 
series iliffer from each other so wiilel.v. Some of 
the charactirist ics of the series as set forth h.v Dr. 
.lorilmi are the reiliiction mnl tinal entire loss of 
ventral fins; the reiliiction mnl loss of the spinal 
•lorsal; the compression mnl final partial or total 
fusion of the teeth of the upper jaw: the specializa- 
tion of the scales, which chanae from liony scutes 
into a soliil coat of mail on the one hainl. mnl on 
the other are riilncei] to thorns or prickles anil are 
finally altottether lost. 

POISONOUS FISHES OF JERSEY COAST. 

.\mona tin* aroiip. ami some that are fomnl aloiiK 
the New .lersey coast. ari‘ families containina species 
that are ilistiin-tly poisonous. The venom is in the 
form of alkaloids, that prisliici* a disease known as 
eianatera. characterized hy paralysis :md jtastric 
deranacinents that ma.v cause death amon;; the lower 
animals mid possihly with men. 

The commonest of the lengthy list of Rrotesiine 
types are the swell fishes, livery person who fishes 
in the salt water is well aciptainted with one of 
the two species, thoiii:h not with tiie other, for it 
is scarce, as its natiir;il ahidina place is farther 

south. 

The species heJt known is the common puffer, let- 
ter known in .New .lerse.v as the halloon fi'h. al- 
llnaieh it is al'o called the swell fish and swell 

to.ad. 

No areater nuisance swims in tin* temperate sea 
than the puffer. It is a ravenous feeder mnl 

eaaefl.v swallows almost an.v sort of food th.it 

comes its way. and as it swims in schools, ami 
often larae ones, mialefs are sometimes driven 
fri.ni a favorite fishiiu; aioiiml Imcaiise of the en- 
thusiastic pertinacity with which the fish takes 
the hait. 

It is noteworthy, however, that annoying ns the 
puffer iindoiihtedly is. its attentions are regarded 
with less irriialion that iisii.il with other pestiferous 
fishes the sea foiiin. for instance, with its concilia- 
tory smile and deprecatin'^’ yriint when hooked and 
l.iiided. 

Instead of smashiu;; the puffer, violently on the 
liottom of the l.iat. often to 'the accompaniineiit 
of tiad ImuiuaKe. it is more often the custom to tickle 
it on the Iwlly till it swills like a halloon and then 
throw it overlHiard unharmed. 

II is this |H-ciiliar powe,- of expamlint; the walls 
of the helly until the fish is as round as a hall 
that is chiefl.v r‘'spousilde for placin;; the Puffer 
mnoiit; the ^rotesipie fishes. althou;:h the oiilliues 
of (lie hody do depart from the lines normal to 
most species. 

The expansion is caused h.v the fish siiekiu;; mr 
with its stomach and elosina the throat tialit. No 
1 m. v could make a iMdIer or mor.* complete joh 
of ' infl.itina :i foothall than the puffer can with its 
own hody. Kurt hcrinore. the fish can close its 
throat so" tiaht that a man cmim.t force the air out 
liv the sirouaest pressure he can exert with his 

hands. The inflat the ImmI.v is ahoiit the only 

protection the fish has aaaiiist its *■nemil*s. 

PECULIARITIES OF PUFFER FAMILY. 

A carnivorous fish has no more chance of liitina 
throuah that livina hall th.in it would one of India 
luhher. 

The month of the puffer is small, hut It is arined 
with sharp incisors. pro.jectina heyoml the lips. 
.■;ud rahhit-like in appearance: hem-e the nano' rah- 
hit fish that is sometimes hestowed on it. 

The common i.iiffer arows to a lenatli of alHUit 
a foot, althoiiah its lueraae is rather less. It i' 
dark olive ahove. marl.h'd and dotted with hlack. 
There are dark hlotches formina cross Pars on the 
sides. The Im'II.v is .\e!loW. 

The other and rarer species of puffer is a laracr 
fish, for it often attains a lenath of two feet. Its 
native w.iters is in the soiilh. hut in the summer 
larae nunihers roam as far north as C.-iim* Co.1. 

It is ipiite distinct in apiM-araiice from the com- 
mon puffer. It has a sniooth hod.v, its hack and 
sides are olive ar*'**!! and its helly silvery white 
with three larae riH.ted spines.

There 
are also two s|x'cies on the .Vtlantic coast, the hiirr 
fish propi-r and the porcupine fish.

Like the 
puffers, the mouth of the hurr fish is small, and 
like Iheiii also, is fitted with sharp, rahhit like 
teeth. 

The eyes are not the least interestins feature of 
the fisli. I'hey are laiiie. set hiirh in the head, 
almost like a froa’s and this is heiahtened h.v a 
ridae alsive them. The eyes themselves are of a 
l•••auliful turiiiioise hliie. The aencral color of the 
Imily is areeiiish. with a series of parallel hlackish 
stripes on the hack, .\liove each pectoral is a round- 
ish hlack siMil. with a laraer one Is-hind it. There 
is another at the h.ise of tin* dorsal and a sm.-illcr 
0!H‘ Im*Io\v it. 

SPIKED CUCUMBER OR BURR FISH. 

The hiirr fish, in common with the puffer, has the 
power of siickiiiR air into its hody and expandina it 
into a round hall, aivina it Hn* iippe.iraiice of a 
chestnut hurr. heme the name hurr fish. It is also 
sometimes callisl ettciimlH-r fish, hecatise of the 
prickles on the normal ImmI.v shape. 

III the world’s history there have lieen several pe- 
rimls in which there were areal cluinaes in the form 
of most fish life. One of these chanaes occurred in 
the pisceiie or first part of the tertinr.v periixl. 
.Man.v of the fivakish types apimared at this time, 
iinioiia them the si-nlpiiis. F’or sinanlarity in out- 
line and characteristics few ei|iial it. 

It ilevelo|M*d into a larae family, with representa- 
tives in marlv all the colder waters of the world. 
iHith salt and fresh. .Most of them are ipiite small 
and of no value for fisid or analma pnriioses. 
few. however, are of fair size and are edihle. imt 
not of hiah ipi.ilil.v. Only one species is found in 
Ihe <Ms*un as far south as New Jersi'.v, and this is 
the sea raven. . 

It is rarely caitaht h.v analers. for it prefers deep- 
i*r water than they fish in. Karly in the season, 
however, when the water is cold, the sea raven is 
fris|iicntl.v taken in the iMiiind nets. .U a cursory 
ghtiict* the sea raven looks like a sea robin that 



has Im'cii in a di'spcrate fiaht. Its l.trae head is 
covered with humps and riilaes and most of its fins 
ap|M*ar to h.-ive heen lorn to rihlMui'*. It» ImmI.v is 
russet brow II and its winas have liarleipiin mark 
inas. while its fins arc varieaated with hlackish 
wavina lines. 

Few fishes found aloiia the New .lersey coast have 
a reputation for la-ina anywise danceroiis or iiii- 
liealthfiil as ftssl. Some of the trigger and file fish- 
es are. however, in the short list of those deemed 
unwise to CMik and eat. Most of the inemtsTs of 
this famil.v- -and there are ahoiit lOii s|M*cies in it — 
lieloiig ill the trollies, and many of them iindouhtedly 
have an alkaloid iKiison in the flesh. 

.Viiioiia Ihe tropical siiecies are man.v with color- 
ina that can onl.v he descrilM'd as loud, as, for 
example, hig hlocks of hlack and yellow, or him* 
and .vellow. or red and hlack, or 4simhinations of 
that character. 

The one s|»ecies of trigger fish that is found in 
.-iii.v iiuml>er along the .New .lerse.x- cimisI, however, 
is neither poisonous nor hrilliantly colonal. On the 
contrar.v. the flesh is ipiite iialatahle, so much so 
that in the Iteriniidas. where the fish is ahiindant, 
it is called Ihe turlHit. Its color is a dirty hrowii. 
.Mong the northern coast the fish is known as the 
ocean trigger, leather jaiket, old wemh and soiiie- 
linies old wife. It is not often caught on hook and 
line, although ijuite plentiful in the summer as far 
north as Massachusetts, not lM*caiise it dm-s not 

lak<* the losik. hut iM.cause it is a genius for evading 
capture. When it |iicks up a Igiit. instead of swal- 
lowing it and swimming away, it takes it gently 
hy its lips and then starts str.-tight up for the sur- 
f.'ice. .lust as like ;is not during its upw'ard 
movement it will hite the line in two with it' 
sh.irii teeth. 

FREAKY OCEAN TRIGGERS AND FILE FISH. 

The ocean trigger as well as all the other trig- 
gers proper are emph.-itic.-ill.v in the freak i-la's. 
Its hod.v is technicallv dcserilMsI :is ohiong. hut 

loiighl.v douhle triangular seems :i more fitting de- 
scription. The hl.-ick dors.-il .-ind the anal fins are 
l.-irge. hut the front dorsal is low and with three 
heavv spines, th<* sei-ond of which is Ihe o|ierating 
trigger. -V coiiph* of small spines represent the 
ventral'. As the pe<-lorals are small. Ihe halancing 
of the fish must he done h.v the dorsal and the 
anal, apparentl.v a feat, for the ocean triggiT is onl.v 
a couple of inches through and five or six times 
iiiore than that from Ihe arch of the hack to 
Ihe deeiM-st part of the ventral line. The skin of 
this species is used in the south for scouring and 
liolishiiig imrposes. ;ind in si.n.e places it is used 
almost exclusively for |iolishiiig fine wimmI. 

The file fishes helong to the same f.-iniil.v as the 
triggers, hut are of :i different genus or IrilM*. Two 
species :iri- fairly numerous along the New .lersey 
co.-ist during the w.-irm months. One is known as 
the fiMil fi'h an.l the oilier as the leather jacket 
or old m.iid. Doth when first g.ized upon cause 
an involiinl.-ir.v feeling of luty. for they .-ire ema- 
ciated to the iioini of little lu.ire than skiti and 

Imnes. They have the :ippearatice of U-ing started 
.-iliuost to the point of death. This dreadful ali- 

pearance is so ri-alistic tliat it is not in- 

freipieiit to he.-ir ti'ilors to pitldic aipiarhi 
exclaim indignantl.v against those in charge for their 
heartlessness in not giving the fisli enough food to 
iii.-ike them plump. I’erh:i|>s that is one reason w h.v 
the mcmlH-rs of Ihe group arc i ailed fool fishes. 

Tlie fiMil fish or common file fish is ipiite small, 
rarel.v exceeding six inches in l•■ngth and alMUit 
the same in deiilh. it is a dull greeiii.'li in color, 
luotiled with darker green. The fool fish i' a cor- 
n*‘r lounger among fi'hes. It spends all the lime

the tyidi-al laz.v mall, prefers to h.-ive its food come 
to it rather than exert it'clf hunting. 

old maid, old wifi*, leather jacket, hariiacic eater 
anil fool fish are some of the names lH*stowed on the 
otiier and largei* speci»*s of the file fi'h. 'rio* name 
f<Md fi'ii is not allogellur iii.-iiipropria te. aside 

from its deceptive a|iin-arauce. for it li.-i' a rather 
sill.v exius'ssion around its small mouth with 
lirotulM.raiit lip'. and it ha' an ap|>af**nt ly puriiose- 
less li.ihil of coming to the surface and ejecting 

I of water, for .-ill the world like a to 

hacco chewer’s expectoration. The name leather 
jacket is a|ipropriale only in so far as the skin 
has a leathery texture, for no leallu*r has the sheen 
and the coloring of the covring of the fool fish. 
It is a |M*ciiliar golden green, with luarhle and 
sliades of olive, and wlien the fi'li is perfecil.x 
healthy it 'hiiies like hiiriiished niei.-il. 

HEAD AND SUNFISHES AND SEA HORSES. 

In some respeils tin* head fi'hes are the most 
temarkahle ap|H-ariiig of all tin* fiiin.v Irlhe. To all 
,-i|ipearances their iMulies have citlnu* Im-cii shorn off 
(lose hehind the ln*ad of pari way along tin* 

trunk, anil a narrow caudal fin all.n-hed. This 
'horn-off aiipearalice is acecaluated h.v Ihe long, 
spiky dorsal and an.il heing dose to tin- re:ir of 
tile fisli. 

Tin* head fi'hes are among toe largest known and 
lln*re are luit f**w s|M*cies known: one. the great 
sea sunfish. is not uncommon along the .North .\l- 
lanlic Cl a St iu summer. It i' a huge fish, weigh- 
ing close to l.iHHi p muds, .-ind i' almost as round 
as a c.-irtwhee* and it i' almost as proport iona I el.v 
thin. 

Tin* s'*a sunfish is .-inn'lig the I.-irg'est of fishes, 
ainl Spends hours on the surfai*e ol the water sun- 
ning it'**lf. Ill•uce its naun*. Som*tinies it rests 
on it' sidi* and sonietinn" ln>hls itself in an up- 
right position. Ill that case it' long, narrow dor- 
sal. projecting far .-iIhoc tl.e water atnl waving 
slowly to .-iinl fro. r**ndcrs it an olijcet that can he 
seen for a long distance. The fish i^; so laz.v that 
it is easy to approach near I’lioiigh with a rowlHiat 
to harpoon it tin* usual niaiiin*r of- ea|itiiic. 

.\lthough the sea 'iinfish is imt uiicoiiimon in 

northern waters, il is seldom seen, hecaiise. heiiig 
i*f a true pelagic character, il usually ki*eps well out 
to sea. Sometimes, prohahl.v two or three linns ea<-h 
summer, one iu if' sluggishness allows itself to tie 
drifted into the hri*akers. where it lM*eonie*< help- 
less and is washed aslmri*. .\s a pelagic fish tin* 
sea sunfish is feiind in holh tin* .\llantic and 

I'acific and iu nearly all the lug seas. 

The '•■a siinfi'h is scalelc". hiP rough and 
Icather.v. The mouth i' small, hut (-oiilains strong 
teeth. This is peculiar, for its chief fimd i' sup- 
posed to 1m* jell., fi'hes.

Mesh is not palalahle. for when cook***l it seiiarat**' 
into oil ainl lough filMi*.

In the entire world of fi'lies tln*re is, )M*rhaiis, 
no fi'h niori* freakish in appc.-irain*i*. i»r that causes 
more ilileresl. than Ihe se.-i horses. There are not 
nianv sjiecies in the worhl, ainl most n{ them arc 

so u'iii<*h alike that it is hard to distinguish them. 
(Inl.v one species is eonimon along the New .lersey 
i*oas|. and it is one of tin* smallest of tin* famil.v. 

Tin* fish is well named sea Imrse. for its oiilline 
is* the exact repriMliiction of a Imrse's head atnl 
in-ck. with a curl., preliensile tail attached. The fish 
is ahiiiidant in tin* shallo*,,-' of the hays and water- 
holes. where it is concealed among the seaweeds and 
grasses, to whic h it clings h.v mc*ans cef its tail. Its 
focMis arc* small slirimiis and animalciilae. Tin* c*olor 
is hlack and the* skin lc*alhery. c-ovcriiig little* flc*sh. 
so dial tin* fish ,vhc*n c-api urc*cl dric*s rc*adily and 
makes a favorite* curio olej**cl.

Tin* fish has the drawn-out hod.v of the eel witli- 
lUit its rotiindily; iiid<*c*d, one* of its |Hepiilar nanii*s 
is silver e*el. and it has a head somewhat reseiiihling 
a pike, with a mouth fil!t*d with sharp, iini*i|inil, 
,vic*kc*d - IfMiking teeth, some of them harhe*d. The 
cutlass fish has no caudal fin: insti*ad, its tail 

lajM'rs tie a iKeiiit. The fish is also without ventral 
fins, and its dorsal is low- and extends in*arl.v the 
whole length of the hack.

The cutlass 
fish is a ,vickc*d, savage-liKiking fish, and its ac- 
tions lM*ar otit its apiiearanci*. 

One of the* names scahhard fish is given lM*e*aiise 
in sha|H* and general ap|H*aran<*e the liody r«*scmhles 
Ihe* s(*ahharil of a sw-ord. For this reason in Florida 
and southern lyiiiisiana it is sometimes called sw-oril- 
fisli. |{e<-atise of its leaping telidein-ies it also lM*ars 
the name skipja<-k in some pl.*ics*s. The cutlass fish 
is seldom taken on the hiMik and lim* onl.v becaiis,* 
its is fartluT away from the shore than anglers 
usually venture. 
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
